“(2) On occasions Such as weddings anniver¬ 
saries, funerals or religious functions,, 
when the making of gift is in conformity 
with the prevailing religious and social 
practice, a Government servant may accept 
gifts from his near relatives or from his 
persona] friends having no official dealings 
with him, but shall make a report to the 
Government, if the value of such gift 
exceeds 1 — 

(i) rupees five thousand in the case of a 
Government servant holding any Group 
‘A’ post; 


contracting with the Government of India 
or is one with which the Government 
servant had, has or is liely to have official 
dealings. Acceptance of gifts by a Govern¬ 
ment servant from any other firm shall be 
subject to the provisory of sub-rule (3)” 

(b) in rule 15, in sub-rule (1), after clause

“(f) participate in or associate himself in any 
manner in the making of— 

(i) a sponsored media (radio or television) 
programme; or 

(ii) a media programme cotmmissibned by 
Government media but produced by a 
private agency; or 

(iii) a privately produced media programme 
including video magazine : 

Provided that no previous permission 
shall be necessary in cake where the 
Government servant „ participates in a 
programme produced or commissioned 
by Government media in his official 
capacity."; 

(c) after rule 15, the fqllowing rule shall be 
inserted, namely :— 


(ii) rupees three thousand in the case of a

“15-A. Sub-letting and vacation of Govern¬ 
ment accommodation. 


‘B’ post; 

(iii) rupees one thousand in the case of a 
Government servant holding any Group 
‘C’ post; and 

(iv) rupees five hundred in the case of a 
Government servant holding any Group 
‘D’ post. 

(3) In any other case, a Government servant 
shall not accept any gift without the sanc¬ 
tion of the Government if the value ex¬ 
ceeds— 


(1) Save as otherwise provided in any 
other law for the time being in force, 
no Government servant shall sub-let, 
least or otherwise allow occupation by 
any other person of Government ac¬ 
commodation which has been allotted 
to him. 

(2) ’ A Government servant shall, after the 

cancellation of his allotment of Govern¬ 
ment! acoommodaition Vacate the same 
within the time-limit prescribed by the 
allotting authority.’’;

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rules (2) and (3), a Government ser¬ 
vant, being a member of the Indian dele¬ 
gation or otherwise, may receive and re¬ 
tain gifts from foreign dignitaries if the 
market value of gifts 1 received on one oc¬ 
casion does 1 not exceed rupees one thou¬ 
sand. In all other cases, the acceptance 
and retention of suh gifts shall be regula¬ 
ted 1 by the instructions issued by the 
Government in this 1 regard from time to 
time. 

(5) A Government servant shall not accept any 
gifts' from any foreign firm which is either 


(d) in rule 16, for subfiles (1) and (2), the 
following sub-rules shall be substituted,

“Rs. 5,000|-, the abbreviations and figures 
“Rs 1 . 15,000” and “Rs. 10,000” shall res¬ 
pectively be substituted.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Shore title and application 

(1) These rules may be call vl Ihe Ajowan 
Seeds (Whole and powdered) Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1995 ; 

(2) They ahull apply to Ajowan Seeds (Tra- 
cliyspermum ammi) (linn) whole and pow¬ 
dered. 

2. Definitions -In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires :— 

(a) “Agricultural MaiHting Adviser’’ means the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the 
Government of India ; 

(b) “Schedule” means a schedule appended to 
these tules ; 

(c) “Certificate of authorisation” means a certi¬ 
ficate issued under the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988 , 

(d) “Authorised Packei” means a person or 
body of persons who has been granted die 
certificate of authorisation to grade and 
mark the commodity in accordance with 
the guide standards and procedure specified 
under these rules. 

3. Grade designation :—Ttie grade designations to 
indicate the qualify of the arhcle shall be as set out 
in column 1 of Schedule-II. 

4. Definition of quality ;—The quality indicated 
by such grade designation and general characteristics 
or Ajowan shall be as set out against each grade de¬ 
signation in columns 2 to 7 cf Schedule-11 and 2 to 
8 of Schedule-Ill. 


5. Grade designation mark.—The grade designa¬ 
tion mark shall consist of— 

(i) A label specifying name of the commo¬ 
dity grade designation and bearing a design 
consisitng of an ouiltne map of India 
with the word “AGMARK” and figure of 
the rising sun resembling the one as set 
out in Schedule I-A or ; 

(h) "AGMARK Replica” consisting of a de¬ 
sign ncorporating the number of certificate 
of authorisation, the word “AGMARK”, 
name of the commodity, grade designation 
and resembling the one as set out in Sche¬ 
dule I-B ; 

Provided that the use of AGMARK. Replica in 
lieu of Agtnnrk labels shall be allowed only to such 
authorised packers who have been granted penmis- 
s on by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an 
officer authorised by him jn this regard and subject 
to the conditions as prescribed under the General 
Grading end Maiking Rules, 1988. 

6 . Method of Marking ,—(1) The grade desig- 
nmion mark shall be securely affixed to or clearly 
and indcl bly printed on each container ; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, 
the following particulars shall be dearly and indeli¬ 
bly marked on each container :— 

(a) Name and addresss of the packer ; 

(b) Place of packing ; 

(c) Date of packing in month and year ; 

(d) Lot /BaY'h number 

(O Net weight ; 

(f) Price 

(3) An authorised packer may after obtaining 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Advi¬ 
ser or any officer authorised by him in this behalf 
in accordance with rule 11 of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988, India affix his private 
trade mark or trade brand on graded packages, pro¬ 
vided fhat the same does not indicate quality or 
grade other than that indicated by the grade desig¬ 
nation mark affixed to the graded packages in accor¬ 
dance with these rules. 

7. Method of packing .—(1) The graded article 
shall be packed in clean, sound and dry containers 
such as ju'e bags, cotton bags, polywoveu bags, pa¬ 
per bug;, polyethylene laminated pouches, caulboard 
cartons, tin, grass', plastic containers, wooden cases 
or any other materials or in such other manner as 
may he approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Advber or any other officer authorised by him in 
this fccha'r as per rule 11 of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988 provided that the packing 
material is of food grade quality as permitted under 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. 

(2) polyethylene or polypropylene of minimum 
100 microns thickness shall, .be used in packing of 
powdered material in jute bags, cloth bags, card¬ 
board cartons etc ; 
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(3) In all cases, the container shall be free from 
insect infestation, fungus contamination, materials 
imparting colour, deleterious substances, or any 
undesirable or obnoxious smell; 

(4) Each container shall be securely closed and 
suitably staled. 

8 . Special conditions for grant of certificate of 
authorisation.— 

In addition to the conditions specified in sub-rule 
(8) of rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988, the following shall be additional con¬ 
ditions for grant of certificate of authorisation for 
grading and marking Ajowan (Whole and Powder) 
under these rules, namely :— 

(1) The authorised packer shall either set up 
his 1 own laboratory manned by a qualified 
chemist, approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised 
by hint in this behalf in accordance with 
rule 9 of the General Grading and Mark¬ 
ing Rules, 1988 for testing the quality of 
Ajowan (Whole and Powdered) or have 
access to the State Grading Laboratory or 
private commercial laboratoiy approved 
for the purpose ; 

(2) The premises for processing, grading and 
packing shall be maintained in perfect 
hygienic and saniatary conditions ; 

(3) The personnel engaged in these operations 
shall be in sound health and free from 
any contagious disease.
